tal average volume of employment 
continued to decline through Canada, 
according to the weekly advance re- 
ports of the Labor Gazette.

— The loss of time on-account of in- 
dustrial disputes was less during No- 
vember than during October, 1920, or 
November, 1919.. There were in ex- 
istence at some time or other during 
the month, 20 strikes, involving about 
1,859 work people and> regulting in a 
time loss of 23,442 working days.
